Linse—milk can be produced 
that need not be pasteurized to keep 
it wholesome until sold and con­ 
sumed. The same will hold good as 
to cream and butter. 
And Mr. Linse, though a pioneer 
in this respect, is no longer the only 
one producing milk under such con­ 
ditions. As an illustration of what 
can, under sanitary conditions, be 
accomplished in the way of produc­ 
ing wholesome milk, let me mention 
the case of Mr. Gnrler, of Illinois, 
who sent a sample of milk from his 
herd to the Paris exposition In 1900 
which, after a voyage of 16 days, ar­ 
rived at its destination and was ex­ 
hibited in prime condition, and if I 
remember correctly, won a medal. I 
doubt if pasteurized milk could have 
done as well, for certainlv no filth 
or uncleanliness can be removed by 
that process. It may be likened toj 
tho painting of an old ani neglected 
building; it improves tho appearance 
but adds nothing whatever of value 
or usefulness to it. 
Then of what value is pasteurisa­ 
tion to the consumer. None whatever. 
But it is 
contended, 
tuberculosis 
germs are surely destroyed by this 
process. How are these germ! going 
to get into the milk when all cows 
are tested for tuberculosis and, such 
as respond are eradicated? 
When I 
each owner of a herd furnishing milk 
tor any locality must file a clean bill 
of health for that herd with the 
proper authorities as is at present 
required by city ordinance in La 
Crosse? This latter provision Is far 
better than pastuerization 
for 
it * 
strikes at th© source of the evil; ?t 
Is a preventive tonsure while pas­ 
teurization is merely 
ai 
corrective 
measure. And any legislation or re­ 
striction that is not in its nature! 
preventive, is in my estimation, fun­ 
damentally wrong. 
In addition to compelling the rp- 
pllcation of the tuberculin test to all 
cows, let it be urged that all cows be 
kept in clean, light and well ventilat­ 
ed 
stables and fed on pure 
and 
wholesome feeds, then we nixy rest 
assured that milk produced under 
these conditions can safely he con­ 
sumed by anybody. 
This agitation for universal pas­ 
teurization is simply 
reform 
gone 
mad. Sometimes, too, selfishness may 
become a factor, but in the end such 
motives must fail and saner thoughts 
prevail. 
So with sanitary 
conditions 
in 
dairies improving, the demand for 
pasteurization must decline; and we 
may safely say, there will bo no "dol­ 
lar a pound" butter so far as pas­ 
teurization is concerned.
